THERE IS A CONFLICT IN LAW 


State and City Do Not Agree About 
Automobile Headlights. 
St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 9.—An appar­ 
ent 
conflict 
between the state law 
regulating automobile headlights and 
the city ordinance has been discov­ 
ered by Roy F. Britton, attorney for 
the St. Louis Automobile club.

The state law requires that a head­ 
light shall be visible SOO feet, and the 


attorney general has held that this 
means that the headlight shall cast a 
beam 200 feet in front of the machine. 
The St. Louis ordinance prohibits 
the use of headlights (hat cast a beam 
more than three feet above the road 
at a point 75 feet in front of the au­ 
tomobile. 
Many arrests have been made under 
this ordinance. 
Several of those ar­ 
rested have appealed to the court of 
criminal correction, where the cases 
now are pending. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 9.—A fireman 


was killed and forty-three passengers 
Injured, two St. Louis women and 
four other Missourians being in the 
list, when the Denver and Rio Grande 
passenger train No. 20, east hound 
from Salt Lake City to Denver, crash­ 
ed head-on into west hound freight 
No. 65, a mile east of Miehell, Colo., 
in Tennessee Pass early yesterday 
morning.

time,

NEWS AT HOUSTONIA. 


State Auditor John P. Gordon has 


issued a statem ent regarding the ap­ 


portionment 
of 
the 
public 
school 


fund, now subject to action by the su­ 


preme court. Mr. Gordon Is desirous 


that the true position 
of 
state offi­ 


cials on this m atter shall 
be known, 


and that the people feel no alarm at 
a situation that will he worked out 


satisfactorily to all interested in Hie 
public schools of the st atte. 
This 
statem ent 
should 
be 
read 
carefully and thoroughly digested be­ 
fore believing 
all 
the 
wild rumors 
that are printed 
so 
generally by a 
partisan press, 
bent 
upon arousing 
distrust against the present state of­ 
ficials. Mr. Gordon says: 
, 
“A great deal 
has 
been said re­ 
cently in regard 
to 
the 
apportion­ 
m ent of public school funds. 
There 
is no cause for alarm from any quar­ 
ter. The school children will get ev­ 
ery dollar that is coming 
to 
them. 
The mandamus 
suit 
to 
settle this 
question is 
absolutely 
necessary at 
this time. 
“ For many 
years 
it 
has been a 
mooted question as to what 
the in­ 
tention of the law was in regard to 
the apportionment of this money. The 
expert 
accountants 
appointed 
last 
winter by a legislative committee, on 
making their report 
on 
this office, 
used the following language: ‘In the 
course of our examination we check­ 
ed all appropriations ^for the two bi­ 
ennial periods into the appropriation 
ledgers, and 
checked 
the 
various 
transfers authorized by statute or or­ 
dered by the board of fund commis­ 
sioners. These we found to be in or­ 
der. We observed, however, that the 
auditor ha^ some difficulty in making 
the periodical transfer 
of one-third 
revenue to the state 
school moneys. 
The reason for this is that there is 
no definition of ordinary revenue so 
that he has to decide for himself, and 
w*e found that he did 
not 
take 
the 
same items each time 
he 
made the 
transfer. We believe that it would be 
advisable to have a definition made 
of the term “ ‘ordinary revenue’ ’* 
“I simply w ant to do what the law 
requires; and I wish 
to 
say to the 
public that I am the custodian of this 
money and am under heavy bond, and 
I wish to emphatically state that not 
a single, solitary dollar of this mon­ 
ey will ever 
get 
away 
from 
the 
school children—and it never was in­ 
tended that it should get away. 
‘i t does not make 
any difference 
what the court’s decision may be. If 
the court decides in favor of the law* 
as it has been 
formerly construed, 
the balance of th e 1500,000 will imme­ 
diately be apportioned to the child­ 
ren of the state. If the court’s decis­ 
ion should be 
against 
former prac­ 
tices, I shall hold the money in a u p ­ 
rate fund to itself, and not a single, 
solitary cent of it shall 
be 
used to 
pay any other 
demand 
or account 
against the state. 
And the governor 
has agreed with me that, if necessa­ 
ry, he will call the legislature in ex­ 
tra session to make 
the special ap­ 
propriation for the public schools. 
“I wish to say in closing that there 
is no cause whatever for alarm, and 
to repeat that not a single, solitary 
dollar will get away from the school 
children; and this is the 
wish and 
desire of every 
state 
official. 
But 
it is important 
that 
the 
question 
shall now' be settled by the court for 
future guidance.”
